Subject;—Import and distribution policy in respect 
o£ raw cashewnuts for 1983-84, 

File No. IPC|25|83. —^Attention is invited to the 
Import & Export Policy for April 1983—March 
1984 (Volunle-I) published under the Ministry ot 
Commerce Public Notice No. 10-ITCtPN)|83 
dated the 15th April, 1983. 

2. Under the import policy for 1983*84, raw 
cashewnuts can be imported by Actual Users (In¬ 
dustrial), export houses I trading houses, and 
Cashew Corporation of India, in accordance with 
the provisions laid down. 

3. The procedure for distribution of 50 per cent 
of the raw cashewnuts imported whicli have to be 
offered by eligible importers for distribution through 
Cashew Coiporation of India to eligible actual 
users will be as outlined in para 4 to para 13 of 
this Public Notice. 

4. The eligible importer shall within seven days 
from the conclusion of import purchase, intimate, 
in writing, to the Cashew Corporation of India 
Ltd., Cochin in the form prescribed by the Cor¬ 
poration, the details of purchase concluded by the 
importer even pending signing of a formal con¬ 
tract, Tlic said intimation will be followed up with¬ 
in a fortnight from the conclusion of import pur¬ 
chase by the original contract with a photostat copy 
for registration by the Cashew Coiporation. The 
importer shall also remit by Demand Draft, regis¬ 
tration charges to the Corporation calculated at 
112 per cent of ^e CIF value of the purchase, 
dongwith the intimation of import purchase. 


5. The intimation reCerreJ to in para 4 above 
sliall also clearly indicate the quantity of raw 
cashewnuts olfered to the C.oqioration for tlistri- 
bution at prices rereurcd to in para 7 below to 
eligible Actual Users, which will not in any case 
be less than 50 per cent of the quantity proposed 
to be imported, and other terms of sale. 

6. The Corporation will register tlie contract 
witiuii seven days from the date of its receipt from 
the importer together with a letter of authority 
which will indicate the quantity to becleaied by the 
importer and the names of chgible Actual Users 
alongwitli the quantity of raw cashewnuts to be 
given to eacJi of them. The Customs authorities 
will allow clearance of the goods on the strength of 
such letter of authority. 

7. The Cashew Corporation of India shall, with¬ 
in seven days from the receipt of the intimation 
from the importer, offer the quimtities to the eligi¬ 
ble Actual Users. The eligible Actual Users are 
those processors who had participated in the im¬ 
port and export trade of cashewnuts and operated 
cashew processing factories in any of the calender 
year 1968, 1969 and 1970 (upto 31-8-1970), An 
Actual User will cease to be eligible for allocation 
of the imported raw cashewnuts if he was not in 
export business for a continuous period of one year. 

8. The Corporation shall allocate the quantities 
to the eligible Actual Users in respect of their eli¬ 
gible factories. The eligibility and the quimtum will 
be determined by applying the following criteria :— 

(i) Allocation will be made in respect of those 

factories declared by the Actual Users 
(Industrial) in the proforma filed with 
the Corporation andior accepted by them 
after the date of canalisation. 

(ii) Any factory which does not conform to 

the provisions of law relating to safety, 
conditions of service or fixation and pay¬ 
ment of wages to the workmen will not 
be eligible for allotment of raw cashew¬ 
nuts from the Corporation, 

(iii) The allocation in respect of each tactory 

shall be deteriidned by tlie Corporation 
on the basis of the labour strength ascer¬ 
tained from the Muster Roll maintained 
by the factory and yerifiied by the 
Corporation. 

(iv) The Corporation sliall have the right to 

refix the initial allocation if the labour 
strength has come down based on returns 
from ■ the factories and the verification 
carried out by the Corporation. With 
respect of those factories whose Muster 
Roll could not be verified bt' ihe Corpo¬ 
ration during the inspection of factories, 
or where the Corporation considered it 
necessary to review the entitleaient of 
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any factory, the CorporaUon may make 
allolcation on the basis of the labour 
strength cieteimined on the basis of the 
lowest of the figure reported in the pro¬ 
forma at the time of canalisation of 
import of this item or the data sheet filed 
in 1971 with corroborative evidence, if 
necessary, 

9. The efigible Actual Users shall advice the 
Corporation within seven days from the date of 
allocation by the Corporation, their acceptance or 
otherwise for the quantity offered. The letter of 
acceptance should be accompanied by an under¬ 
taking that they will open an internal letter of cre¬ 
dit within seven days or such other extended time 
as may be specified by the inyDorter concerned. The 
price at which the importer will offer to the eligi¬ 
ble actual user through the Corporation, the im¬ 
ported raw cashewnuts (for distribution to the 
eligible Actual Users) shall be at a price not ex¬ 
ceeding the c.i.f. price as per the contract entered 
into by the importer plus 1 per cent thereof. 

10. After receipt of acceptance from the eligible 
Actual Users, the Corporation will advise the im¬ 
porters about the details of such acceptance by 
eligible Actual Users. 

11. If the quantities accepted by eligible Actual 
Users are less than the quantities offered to them, 
the shortfall in acceptance will be available to the 
credit of importer’s share in the imports for which 
necessary lunendment in the letter of authority will 
be issued by the CCI for customs clearance 
purposes. 

12. The responsibility of the Cashew Corpora¬ 
tion of India shall cease with the communication 


sent by them to the importer furnishing the details 
of acceptances by eligible Actual Users. All finan¬ 
cial dealings shall be between the importer and 
the eligible Actual Users. 

13. Any failure of the importer to deliver to the 
eligible Actual Users the quantity accepted by 
them shall be reported by tlie eligible Actual Users 
to the Cashew Corporation of India which, in turn, 
willl bring it to the notice of the Chief Controller 
of Imports and Exports for such action as deemed 
fit by the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 

14. In respect of the raw cashewnut imported 
by the OCI on its own account the procedure for 
distribution of not less than 50 per cent of the 
quantity imported by it to the elligible Actual 
Users will be as outlined in para 7 to para 11 above 
subject to the condition that the CCJ will intimate 
in writing to tit eligible Actual Users the quantities 
which it is offering to them within 7 days of the 
conclusion of the import purchase by it. The Cus¬ 
toms authorities will allow clearance of the goods 
on the strength of such letter of authority, 

15. The CCI and Export HousesjTrading 
Houses, after offering not less than 50 per cent of 
the imported raw cashewnuts for distribution to 
eligible A^ctual Users, will be free to dispose of the 
balance quantity by sde to any Actual Users (In¬ 
dustrial). In the case of imports effected by Actual 
Users (Industrial) tht quantity rem ainin g as balance, 
after offering not less than 50 per cent to the CCI 
for distribution to eligible Actual Users, will be 
utilised by them under the provisions laid down in 
para 5(1), (2) and (3) of ''/olume-I of the Import 
end Export Policy for April 1983—^March 1984.
